By kindly allowing space in your 
columns for the following questions and 
answers you will greatly oblige a number 
of your readers, as well as the immediate 
questioners, as there is great interest mani- 
fested just now in these particular themes* 


QuESTIoN.— What are the main points of differ- 
ence between Spiritualism and Theosophy? 


A.—The main points of difference 
between what commonly passes under the 
name of Theosophy, and what passes under 
the name of Spiritualism may be quite es- 
sential, yet at the same time, true The- 
osophy may be identical with true Spirit- 
ualism. Theosophy, aseverybody probably 
knows by this time, only means divine 
wisdom, or knowledge of divine or purely 
spiritual truth. The word Theosophy was 
used long ago in London by students of 
the writings of Swedenborg, who formed 
themselves into a Theosophical Society 
very early in the present century. The- 
osophy has, properly speaking, very little 
to do with the peculiar oriental theories 
now so much associated with it in the 
popular mind, as such theories are for 
the most exoferic or external, while any- 
thing to be really Theosophical must 
tecessarily be esoferíc or interior. Truly 
nheosophical literature deals with the 
higher spiritual life of man, with such 
celestial verities as have a direct bear- 
ing on the spiritual growth and moral 
development of the human race, while 
speculative points of a controversial char- 
acter, are always lightly dismissed by true 
Theosophists whose aim is not to inculcate 
extraordinary dogmas concerning post- 
mortem existence, but to assist in calling 
forth the dormant spiritual energy of the 
race. The Aryan Theosophical Society 
starts right and builds on the rock when 
it lays down universal brotherhood as a 
base, but having started thus well, it may 
not always steer clear of errors on its 
forward march, and some of the peculiar 
theories recently discussed in the GOLDEN 
Gate and gathered from Mme. Blavatsky’s 
“Key to Theosophy,” can hardly be said to 
follow naturally from the premise of 
brotherhood, or to conduce in any special 
degree to the spiritual evolution of man- 
kind. 

Theosophy rightly defined, is that sys- 
tem of thought and practice which ac- 
knowledges the unlimited capabilities of 
every human soul, and strives diligently to 
develop them in ** Ghost Land." The 
Berlin Brothers represent a phase of Oc- 
cultism, but not Theosophy, so with many 
alleged exponents of Theosophy to-day 
in this country and elsewhere, Occultism 
is elevated at the expense of Theosophy. 
Mr. Sinnet's books, particularly his 
novels, teach far more occultism than 
Theosophy, still every once in a while the 
reader comes across truly theosophical 
passages. Before one can definitely an- 
Swer as to the difference between The- 
osophy and Spiritualism, both terms must 
be logically defined, and then used in a 
reasonable manner. If the questioner 
means, Does Theosophy recognize com- 
munion with the ‘‘ departed” under suit- 
able conditions, we answer emphatically, 
yes; the only conflict between avowed 
Theosophists and avowed Spiritualists, 
arising from the fact that both are asa 
rule, too impatient and superficial, and, 
consequently wrangle over the surface of 
a subject, instead of seeking to sound its 
depths. Spiritualism and Theosophy melt 
into each other and are essentially and 
ultimately the same. All the best spirit- 
ualistic literature is eminently theosophi- 
cal, the unthecsophical phases of Spint- 
ualism are not endorsed by any of the 
really great minds connected with the 


spiritualistic movement in any part of the 
world. 


, Q.—In the GorpgN Gate of December 7th 
is an article entitled ‘‘Labyrinthian Mazes,” 
being a criticism upon Madam Blavatsky’s book, 
“The Key of Theosophy.” Is it a correct expose 
of her teachings? If so, it differs very reatly 
froma Spiritualist’s idea of spirit-life and influence, 

A.—The article referred to does not 
materially misrepresent Mme. Blavatsky's 
opinions as set forth in “The Key 
to Theosophy,” but those opinions are 
not necessarily theosophical in the highest 
sense. The views criticised in that article 
are oriental theories containing germs of 
spiritual truth; to a metapbyal n who 
has bad any experience in mental treat- 


ment and who has enjoyed actual spiritual 
experiences independent of extraneous 
mediumship, they appear like uncracked 
nuts requiring nut-crackers to open them 
before their kernels can be found and par- 
taken of as food. Our views of Deva- 
chan are quite different from those alluded 
to, and with all defference to Mme. 
Blavatsky, we beg to differ on certain 
points; but difference and denunciation 
are widely different things; we will not 
denounce the highly. gifted writer of 
“í The Key to Theosophy,” who has been 
often, most falsely and shamelessly ma- 
ligned by persons from whom better 
things might fairly have been expected; 
butif a man or woman, no matter how 
learned and excellent he or she may be, 
puts forward certain ideas inconsistent 
with facts, is any sane person obliged to 
accept them? Certain oriental teachers 
do hold and stoutly advocate the theories 
to which the Editor of the GOLDEN GATE, 
and many other persons so strongly object, 
but the truth of a doctrine must be es- 
tablished on the basis of spiritual exper- 
ience. 


Q.—In the report of a funeral service so benu- 
tifully conducted by you in Portland, I read that 
when our friends have passed away they are 
beyond the realm of sense perception, and they 
know not any longer of material things, and only 
know ws spiritually. How then can we account 
for the hundreds of messages, apparently from the 
spirit world, regarding materia? things, warning 
people of dangers, foretelling disasters, moving 
furniture, etc.? If they have no knowledge of 
material things, how can they do all of these, or 
is it all an error? Also, you have often stated 
that ''God is of purer eyes than to behold in- 
iquity.” Did you mean that God does not know 
about the wickedness there is and always has been 
on the earth? Will you please, at some con- 
venient time, explain a little more fully, and 
oblige an earnest student? 


A.—We do not teach, and have never 
taught that a// who pass from earth are in- 
capable of mingling with mortals and help- 
ing them to transact worldly business; on 
the contrary, we have always declared 
that there are innumerable minds yet on 
the earthly plane of thought and affection, 
who are fully as much interested in mater- 
ial affairs as they were prior to laying 
aside the physical form. What we did 
and do affirm, is that those who are really 
prepared to enter upon the enjoyments 
and occupations of a iger life, are com- 
pletely unconcerned with material things, 
they having outgrown all affection for the 
outward side of existence. Now at this 
point we wish to take respectful issue with 
some statements in Mme. Blavatsky's 
“Key to Theosophy,” which the editor of 
this journal has recently commented upon. 

Mme. Blavatsky seems to teach that in 
almost every instance when a soul passes 
from its earthly form it arrives at once at 
a condition of perfect rest and satisfaction, 
even though that Devanchanic state is de- 
clared to be one of illusion. Now when 
spiritual light breaks in upon this subject, 
we shall all realize the truth as opposed to 
this error. No illusive condition is in 
harmony with real enjoyment, nor can 
those who are deserving of suffering and 
therefore require the discipline it affords, 
be lulled into fictitious repose by getting rid 
of their material bodies. In every instance 
the individual who has laid aside the mor- 
tal frame, simply goes on living; he starts 
at the exact point to which his previous 
development has carried him; therefore, 
there can be no more uniform experience 
beyond the grave than onearth. Consider 
for a moment why people die and how 
they die. Many deaths are occasioned by 
accidents and dissipation; many are dis- 
tinctly due to ignorance and folly, and 
some proceed from crime. ‚Now the 
physical tenement being dissolved, its for- 
mer occupant is the very individual he 
was before; his own moral and mental 
Status must regulate his happiness or sor- 
row in the beyond. It is consequently 
absurd to indulge in false sentiment or to 
torment ourselves with groundless fears 
concerning the departed. There is but 
one law which operates everywhere at all 
times. We sow exactly what we reap, 
though we do not usually analyze and can- 
notalways understand the processes of 
sowing and reaping. In the address 
referred to by our questioner (printed in 
GoLDEN Gate Nov. 23d,) we were allud- 
ing to the condition of those who had risen 
superior to earthliness, and were ready to 
enter upon a state of greater blessedness 
than the one they had left on earth; these 
we declare are no longer affected by the 
sight of human misery. They do not suffer 
from a knowledge of mortal woes for they 
do not witness them. How then, it may 


be asked, are they capable of ministering 
helpfully to their friends yet on earth? 
We answer there are two kinds of sympa- 
thy, and two distinct ideas current in the 
world to-day concerning how to help those 
in distress, True sympathy elevates the 
one whom it blesses; false sympathy par- 
ticipates in grief without removing it... In 
a recent article in the Banner of Light, 
bearing on reformatory topics, an able 
writer contrasts Count Tolstoi’s position 
with that of further-seeing philanthropists, 
with a view of proving that the true re- 
former is not he who goes down to share 
his brother's misery, but he who lifts a de- 
graded brother to a higher level. 

Now, sentimental people are constantly 
divided between difficulties; they either 
imagine that bright and bappy souls in the 
enjoyment of celestial life, know nothing 
of them, and are unable to minister to 
them, or they fear lest the angelic minis- 
ters may be saddened at sight of earthly 
woe. Both positions are false, and in re- 
plying to both we will seek to throw a 
little light on Devachan. All who have 
studied metaphysical healing will be aware 
that healers declare that they are success- 
ful with* their patients only as they can 
banish the thought of care and disease 
from mind, by directing thought to spirit- 
ual truth. Now everybody recognizes in- 
fection in some way, to some extent. We 
have been perpetually told that diseases 
are contagious, and we have retorted that 
health is far more contagious. Sorrow is 
contagious, but joy far more so. Now peo- 
ple who drape themselves in heavy crepe, 
shed bitter tears over graves and go 
about paying visits of condolence, 
are shutting themseives out from the 
light of spiritual revelation, as they 
are confining their thoughts to a 
bodily loss, and thereby concentrating 
their attention upon what is dead. Those 
who are always crying with others over 
mutual misery, as well as those who in- 
cessantly enlarge upon human frality and 
lament over the fearful prevalence of sin, 
are doing next to nothing to alleviate dis- 
tress or purify morals. On the other hand, 
those who can lift their thoughts from 
earth to Heaven, who can live in an at- 
mosphere of peace and joy, are the world’s 
true benefactors, for it is surely a thousand 
times kinder to lift sufferers into an atmos- 
phere of joy than to go down into the 
depths and share their misery. Take an 
example of true spiritual ministry—a love- 
ly soul, ripe for a higher life, has passed 
away, leaving behind friends who sincerely 
mourn their earthly loss. 

One night one of these weeping friends 
has a lovely vision of spiritual life and 
wakes in the morning stronger and happier 
than he has ever felt since the hour of his 
bereavement. Where hes he been, what 
has he seen, what has changed his mental 
condition so beneficially? Surely no de- 
lusion, but an actual vision of spiritual 
life. While the body is sleeping peacefully 
the soul often wanders in spiritual realms 
aud enjoys sweet communion with the 
dear departed ; after such experience 
mourners awake happy and peacefnl; the 
sting of sorrow has been extracted and the 
poignancy of grief is gone. In the 
Devachanic state there are no illusions but 
the blessed ones who have attained that 
state of restand are no longerin Kama 
Loca, or the purgatory of the earth’s 
atmosphere, actually behold and converse 
in spirit with their friends whose mortal 
bodies are yet on earth. When sleep is 
understood from the spiritual standpoint, 
the mystery of double consciousness will 
be explained and we shall no longer floun- 
der about among theories which though 
basically true are loaded with false attach- 
ments. If true Spiritualism were substitu- 
tuted for a vulgar desire to drag the spirit 
world into the stock exchange; if all who 
sought counsel through mediums were in 
search of spiritual truth instead of inquisi- 
tive concerning questionable material 
affairs, those misleading communications 
relative to business which are now so 
common would quickly be superseded by 
a practically valuable spiritual revelation. 
It rests with Spiritualists and all who 
consult mediums to determine on what 
plane they shall seek communion with the 
unseen ; but once for all letit be affirmed, 
the higher intelligencies are interested 
in the true welfare of humanity only and 
will not serve petty ambitions. 

_ ‘God is of purer eyes than to behold 
iniquity,” isa bible quotation which, we 
take it means that the infinite spiriy 
actually knows nothing of sin, sickness or 
death. God punishes no one, but 


sin punishes the sinner. We can never 
understand why this statement should be 
found perplexing, as it exactly accords with 
universal human experience. For exam- 
ple, a man does an injury to himself, no 
one sees him cut his own band, but 
he suffers through his act, owing to the 
operation of unchangeable law which 
Buddhists call Xarma. Now, as every 
individual has to live in the thought at- 
mosphere he has himself created, his con- 
dition is not due to any reward or punish- 
ment for good or evil, as those terms are 
generally understood, but is the inevitable 
outcome of his own mentality. Neither 
happiness or misery are properly attributa- 
ble to circumstances, but to inward state ; 
those who sin suffer because they sin, and 
the suffering wears out the sin. The real 
being of every man is divine, the un- 
changeable essence of all life is pure, and 
as God can only see the real being, God 
cannot know anything save what pertains 
to the real being. If we become Godlike, 
‘pure in heart," we see God, not as a 
personality, but as the principle of life in 
every expression of being. To rise toa 
state where we can see good in every one, 
is to reach a point where we can bless all, 
and be cursed by none. The gist of our 
teaching is that as we rise superior to the 
love of externals and to thoughts about 
them, we shall make discovery of real 
being; then shall we see the good in all 
everywhere, and by seeing it and speaking 
to it, shall we bless all with whom we come 
in contact, and in doing good we shall 
be always happy.

Dear BROTHER Owen: I have long 
been thinking of writing my appreciation 
of the GoLDEN GATE, which comes every 
week freighted with so many ingots of 
golden truth.

Three cheers for Leland 
Stanford and his good wife, of whose many 
good deeds I often read.

John Slater in San Bernardino, 


Eoiror or GoLpen GATE: 

I scarcely thought when, two and a 
half months ago, I wrote to the GOLDEN 
Gare, '' Why cannot Jobn Slater take a 
qun down this way?" that we should in- 
deed be so highly favored as to have him 
jn our midst so soon. But alss! the 
arousing reception" that was promised 
bas not been realized. But there have 
been reasons, principally the extremely 
Pad weather, and very muddy streets. 
We have bad rain and mud ever since he 


came, or atleast from the first night of 
his meetings. He was billed for four 
nights at the Opera House, beginning 
Wednesday, December 11th. His au- 
diences have been far, far too small for his 
merits, but, though small, they have been 
amazed and wonder-stricken audiences, 
and I believe that great good will accrue 
in spite of inauspicious circumstances. 
I cannot speak with too much admiration 
of the noble, manly, unflinching attitude 
the bas maintained toward the cause of 
Spiritualism. Upon his arrival here, 
stopping as he did at the principal hotel 
of the place, he was thrown right into the 
midst of the worldly skeptical element of 
San Bernardino, and I think it has more 
than its share of that element, and he has 
been largely surrounded by that element 
during his stay, the bad weather prevent- 
‘ing the Spiritualists, many of whom live 
out in the country, from rallying around 
bim to the extent that they would other- 
wise have gladly done. His remarkable 
tests, and searching analyses of character, 
have stirred up a great sensation among 
the stupidly ignorant, and the prejudiced 
of the place, and all sorts of subter- 
duges have been resorted to, to account 
for his wonderful tests, and the terms 
“collusion,” ‘‘fraud,” etc., have been 
freely bandied about, and his sensitive 
nature, standing as he does in the fore- 
front of the stronghold, receives the brunt 
of all the low, vile, suspicious and antago- 
nistic thoughts and accusations that are 
thus sent out to him. Is it any wonder 
that mediums break down under such con- 
ditions? Oh, Spiritualists, everywhere, 
send out your best, your most sympa- 
thetic, helpful and courageous thoughts 
to those who stand upon the outskirts, and 
bear our glorious banner into the very 
midst of the strongholds of ignorance, 
judice and bigotry.

I never felt these 
things so forcibly as I have since Jobn 
Slater began his work in San Bernardino, 
and I have sensed to some extent (but not 
to the degree that he has) the dark, 
warring elements that have gathered 
around him from the people as he, slender, 
delicate and a very mimosa in point of 
sensitiveness, has stood up boldly, bravely 
‘stemming adverse conditions and opin- 
ions, and proclaimed unflinchingly his 
fealty to Spiritualism. 
He had been billed as giving exhibi- 
tions in **mind-reading and second sight.” 
(He came under theatrical management.) 
Upon first stepping upon the stage of the 
Opera House he proclaimed this to be a 
"mistake, saying: ** I am a spirit medium, 
A am purely and simply a Spiritualist. 
Tam not ashamed of the fact, on the con- 
trary, lam proud of it, I never deny it 
anywhere, but always proclaim it wherever 
Igo. I believe in calling black, black, 
and white, white, and whatever tests or 
information I may give you to-night will 
be given to me by spirits.” 

I understand that he has been beseiged 
by applications for private sittings, and 
that his time bas been fully occupied. 
The papers, upon the whole, have dealt 
fairly and honorably with him, and have 
Ppcineatly mentioned him and his work.

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Reminiscences of an Old Spiritualist. 


[cowriNvED.) 

The medium was frequently controlled 
by Blackhawk, Shannie's father—to treat 
any of my friends present who was out of 
health, always with more or less benefit, 
being endowed with so much magnetic 
force, he possessed great healing powers. 

Indian like, he took much delight in ex- 
hibiting his great strength through the 
medium, who was not strong physically, 
in her normal condition; but when con- 
trolled by him, she would hold out one 
arm, generally the right, and would then 
strike it with the hand of the left arm, 
directing attention to its rigidity. It 
was not every man who could depress 
it, plainly showing that the strength then 
exhibited was imparted by him. 

We always knew when she passed under 
his influence, the change of countenance 
was remarkable. He would put me in 
mind of the old chesnut of the whistling 
School, when the scholars were told by 
the teacher to prepare to pucker; his lips 
would be compressed so tightly, it seemed 
almost*painfully so, and considerably pro- 
truded, with an expression of firmness and 
determination hard to conceive. When 
treating invalids he seldom spoke, when 
he did, it was generally in his own lan- 
guage, when Shannie would con:rol and 
interpret it, although he could and did 
sometimes speak English. 

The question is often asked, more es- 
pecially by non-believers, Why is it, that 
nearly all mediums have Indian controls? 

From what we have learned of the In- 

dian race, we discover that it is really a 
spiritual one. This may seem a strange 
assertion to those who bave not given the 
subject proper study and scrutiny, and yet 
we hazard the opinion that if you will talk 
closely and understandingly with those 
white men who have the interests of the 
Indian at heart, who have mingled with 
the children ot the dusky tribes for the 
purpose of educating and refining them, 
you will learn many things concerning 
their life and habits which will go to prove 
that they are really imbued with spiritual 
faculties and ‘attributes which are very 
often put into expression. The Indian, 
as a rule, lives closely in accordance with 
nature's laws; indeed, he is very near the 
heart of nature himself, and therefore is a 
child of the universe and of the atmos- 
phere. He has not taken up false forms 
of life, or those artificial forms and ex- 
pressions which of necessity creep into the 
systems of civilization which are opera- 
tive upon the earth to-day, and therefore 
the Indian upon stepping into the spirit- 
world does not have to divest himself of 
erroneous opinions, creeds and assump- 
tions which weigh down so many of his pale- 
face brothers; he is in a measure free as 
he reaches what he calls ‘‘the happy 
huntiog-ground" of the spirit-world. He 
may be crude, unlettered, and uuaccus- 
tomed to the more graceful amenities of 
life, but he has a clear and quick intelli- 
gence. It does not take him long to 
grasp the vital activities of the new life 
opening before him; he seems to be at 
home in its free atmosphere; as he breathes 
it in he expands under its genial influence; 
he is a willing scholar, ready to learn of 
those teachers who come to him from 
worlds and conditions beyond, and in his 
childlike simplicity he takes up much of 
knowledge, as well as expands largely in 
power, under the new light, the new tui- 
tion which has dawned upon him. 

Very well, then; the Indian possessing 
great strength of body as well as of men- 
tal activity, now that it has been aroused, 
feels imbued or vitalized with the magnetic 
power; there is healing in his touch; there 
1s strength and vigor in his very presence, 
and those who are weak and forlorn, com- 
ing into that presence, imbibe something 
of its magnetism and become strengthened. 

Many of the Indian race soon learn 
that a good work can be performed by 
them in coming back into contact with 
mortal life, taking a place by the side of 
sensitive, susceptible organisms, and im- 
parting to such the magnetic vigor and 
vitality which will sustain these sensitlve 
organisms in their arduous or in their deli- 
cate work, as they stand between the two 
worlds as instrumentalities of communi- 
cation. 

It seems to be a law that spirit com- 
munication and encroachment upon the 
physical atmosphere and spiritual environ- 
ments of mediums, more or less exhaust 
the nervous forces of the human instru- 
ments, and unless there is a supply for 
that which is exhausted, physical prostra- 
tion and perhaps mental debility will en- 

sue in time; therefore it becomes neces- 
Sary to set a guard over the delicate instru- 
ment, so that he or she will be supplied 
with that power and vitality required in 
the work they pursue. Observation and 
experience have proven, on the part of 
ministering spirits, that the Indian can 
best supply this magnetic vigor which is 
demanded by the sensitive medium, as 
the nervous forces of that medium are 
more or less exhausted by the encroach- 


their young days. 
and talk to her of old times just as natural 
as if he was here in the form. In this way 
whenever this medium would visit us, 
which she frequently did staying several 
months at a time, she brought sunlight 
with her into our home, and we always 
regretted the necessity of her leaving. She 
ultimately emigrated from the state of sin- 
gle blessedness in which she had resided 
some years beyond her maturity, to the 
state of matrimonial felicity, as it is gener- 
ally supposed to be before hand, but from 
which they frequently are tob glad to 
gather up their traps and their belongings, 
and embark on the staunch ship divorce," 
which generally lands them safely in the 
port from which they had departed too 
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humanitarian spirits of intelligence and 
wisdom, who wish to see a good work 
performed. 

The medium is benefited by the pres- 
ence of these Indians, since he or she 
will gain magnetic strength, far more than 
perhaps is realized on the mortal side, by 
the contact; and the Indians are bene- 
fited also, since in coming into contact 
with those mediumistic instrumentalities 
they learn the ways of the world, study 
human nature and gain knowledge of life 
as it is lived among civilized people. They 
gather an experience which must of neces- 
sity be of great benefit to them in their 
desire to unfold and to grow in mental 
ability, as from year to year they follow 
their work in contact with mortals. 

This question was propounded at the 
Banner of Light circle a few months 
ago. The answer though long was clear 
and exhaustive; I give it in full, because it 
isa matter which all interested in the 
Philosophy of Spiritualism, should under- 
stand. 

They also act as guardians to protect 
them from the undesirable and injurious 
influences of undeveloped spirits, who 
are constantly seeking persons in the form 
whom they can use for their own selfish 
purposes, and sometimes to the detriment 
of the medium. On one occassion when 
the medium was riding with my wife, the 
horse, a spirited mare, got scared and 
started to run; they were going down 
hill, and in quite a dangerous place to 
have a runaway; she had gone only a 
short distance, however, when she suddenly 
stopped and tried to climb up a steep 
bank at one side of the road, then quickly 
stepped down again, and went on as if 
nothing had happened. As an explana- 
tion of this strange occurrence, the me- 
dium, being clairvoyant, said that she 
saw a spirit dressed in man’s apparel, take 
hold of the bridle, and also stated that 
the mare was clairvoyant, that she saw the 
spirit and thinking that some one in the 
form had hold of her, she was quieted and 
re-assured. I give thisas reported to meat 
the time just as it occurred; I have no 
doubt of its truth. 

That some animals are clairvoyant I 
think is true; I have seen a cat lying 
quietly before the fire, suddenly start up, 
bump its back, straighten its hair and spit 
at something we could not see, then run 
and hide, or leave the room, if the door 
was open; I have seen this repeated 
several times. I have also seen a dog, in 
a similar position, crouch, and heard him 
whine with a frightened look in a direction 
which we could discover nothing earthly 
in view, to cause such an exhibition of 
dread and fear. 

I recollectanother strange occurrence.— 
A gentleman and his wife, whose residence 
was some distance outside of the city, who 
was desirous of attending our circles, but 
he said thatat a particular part of the road, 
there was always a very vicious dog, 
which would run at the horse and frighten 
her, a thoroughbred mare, and on one 
occasion he, with the greatest difficulty, 
could control her. It was -told him 
through the medium, not to let that pre- 
vent him; thathe, her Indian control, 
would take care the dog was not there 
when he passed the place, and he never 
was after that, so long as they attended 
the circles. 

We shall now speak of the other con- 
trol of the medium, Mate, as we called 
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I bad paid attention; in which she related 


any circumstances which occurred dur- 
in eae intimacy. We often went buggy- 
riding together, several of which she d 
tioned; and even some particulars of the 
conversation, and the subject. discussed. 
One circumstance I will mention in par- 
ticular. Her father owned a large stock 
farm of about 6oo acres, besides carrying 
on acheese manufactory. She reminded 
me of the buggy ride over the farm, of 
my remarking how the young cattle of 
different ages herded together, the one 
and the two-year-olds, and the old cattle 
respectively; and also of the large bunch | 5;

He was extremely cha- 
grined because of its exceptionable char- 
acter, and coming from that particular 
spirit. Well, I made a mental request 
for it to be reproduced; so some time 
after, when again I was not present, it 
was duplicated as completely, he said, as 
anything could be. With respect to the 
handwriting, I compared it with some 
of her own letters written when inthe form; 
there could be no disputing that they 
were written by the same hand. Friends 
that I exhibited both to, could not distin- 
guish which one was written when in the 
body, or which by her excarnated spirit.

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lake a similar step. She has done so bow- 
ever in accordance with the wishes of 
her husband, but she has not repudiated 
Spiritualism or denied the truth of angel 
visitations, for this indeed is an impossi- 
bility when once demonstrated to our con- 
sciousness. 

I have not yet mentioned the young 
widow who was developed in my own 
bome. It was our custom then to hold 
circles two or three times a week, but 
she being a very bigoted Presbyterian 
would not for a long time join it; at last 
I prevailed upon her to attend, if only for 
once; she was entranced by her own hus- 
band at this sitting, when told to her she 
would not believe it, saying she was 
merely asleep. When we told her of 
something he said, she accused us of will- 
fully deceiving her, that we must have 
heard them from some other source. 

After that she was controlled at any 
time, but only by her husband. He was 
a fellow-student of mine, and we have 
talked many times of our college days and 
of circumstances which occurred, of which 
we were both cognizant, just as natural as 
if he was present in the body. On many of 
these occasions he would tell me some- 
thing, mostly of a ridiculous or of an 
amusing nature, which occurred between 
him and his wife when in the form, which 
he would tell me to remind her of. She 
would blush, and ask me how I knew 
that? She would not believe, however, 
that only a few minutes before she had 
told it to me herself—so bigoted was she 
when in her Presbyterian belief, and so 
antagonistic to Spiritualism. We never 
could get her to. sit in the circle again. 
In this way time went on for months, and 
seemingly no impression was made upon 
her. She would not admit the source 
from which I gained the knowledge of the 
facts I had communicated to her, and was 
as stubborn as ever in denying it. I began 
to despair of ever convincing her of the 
truth. After awhile, however, W. I. Barnes 
came along. His phase of mediumship 
was peculiar for that period; namely, 
mind-reading; but is not so at the present 
time. He would find where an article 
was hidden by any person present, or 
where anything within reach was which 
was in their mind, by leading them to it 
or to where it was hidden. She said that 
if he could tell her what was in her mind 
then, and prove it to her, she would not 
continue to disbelieve any longer, but 
would accept it as proof that she was 
wrong. He then took her by the hand, 
led her into her bed-room, which ad- 
joined the sitting-room, opened a drawer 
in her bureau, and began taking out some 
photographs she had there, one by one, 
one of which he handed me, I having ac- 
companied her to see the denouement. 
When I opened it, it was blank. This 
was just like her husband, for he wasa 
very jolly fellow and liked a joke as well as 
any man.

There was another resident medium, 
who was also developed in a private circle, 
a married lady. Her phase of medium- 
ship was unlike any I had previously met 
with or since. She did not become a pub- 
lic medium, making a living by the exer- 
cise of her gift, but she gave seances to 
invited friends, and would occasionally 
admit ‘strangers whom she thought were 
honest investigators. She wrote under 
spirit influence, they using her own hand 
to do the writing, but being entirely un- 
conscious, paper and pencils being used, 
which would be prepared beforehand; 
foolscap sheets were generally used. 

When all were seated around the table, 
the lights would be extinguished; not even 
a ray of borrowed light was permitted to 
intrude itself into the room; the black- 
ness of total darkness existed. I gener- 
ally, when present, sat beside the me- 
dium to hand her the pencils and paper 
as she needed them. When everything 
was ready, absolute silence prevailed, 
which was continued to the close of the 
seance. This was stated by the invisibles 
as being a necessary condition, as talking 
interrupted the magnetic currents, and to 
a great extent interfered with and lessened 
their control of the medjum. In a short 
time she would take a pencil and begin 
writing with a rapidity almost inconceiy- 
able. It seemed to me as if she merely 
drew a line across the paper, so rapid was 
the writing. Every person at the seance 
would receive a communication, some- 
times written on both sides of the sheet, 
and always signed by the spirit communi- 
cating, generally by the full name, and 
addressed to the person for whom it was 
intended. 

The seances generally lasted from 
twenty to thirty minutes; yet in that short 
space of time several sheets of foolscap 
would be covered with writing or some ar- 
tistic drawing, or of a human face, the 
likeness of the spirit operating; and not 
withstanding the rapidity in which the 
communications were written, the lines 
were followed as correctly as if in the light. 
The Z's were dotted and the Z"s crossed; 
the hand-writing, too, was always a fac- 
simile of the handwriting of the deceased.
